about 6” from the top. Tamp the soil 
all around Cif it’s rainy and wet wait to 
firm ‘til it dries a little). 


FLOOD IT AGAIN 
after a day or two 
when the soil has 
settled. Then fill 
to the top with a 
loose, light soil. 
Go back and firm 


the soil around the new planting for a 


few weeks... 


. and if it’s very cold and 


apt to freeze, give them a light mulch to 


prevent heaving. 


SUMMER JOBS 

in your rose gar- 
den include regu- 
lar and frequent 
spraying or dust- 
ing; taking care al- 
ways that both 


sides of the leaves are covered! Very

and deep-down ir- 


rigating in the mornings throughout the 
summer will keep the growth healthy 
and new flowers coming. 


WHEN YOU CUT 
roses for bovu- 
GUIS, USE @ Weiny 
sharp-bladed clip- 
per. A clean, slant- 
ed cut will not 
bruise the stem. 


Cut just above the second leaf-twig 
from the next branch fork. This will 
leave sufficient strength for continuous 


vigorous growth .
